The summer school program 
this year is not going to be much 
different than last year’s 
itinerary was. 


“The attempt will be made to 
offer approximately the same 
program as last year. However, 
we will be reducing the amount 
of multiple section courses.” 
This was a comment made by 
Hank Waibel, dean of 
Instructional Services. In 
addition, Waibel also said that, 
“Proposition 13 was not 
intended to kill programs like 
summer school, but to cutback 
on the expenditures of such 
programs. 


At this time the community 
colleges are running on block 
grants which do not consider the 
student populations of the 
colleges. 


In the past, the colleges were 
given an amount, of money 
based on the attendance of 
students. This type of appropria- 
tion of funds is known as ADA.

Scholarship money lost 
if students don’t apply

“Every year thousands of dollars of scholarships go begging 
because students don't apply,” explained Ann Peralta, counselor 
at the career planning center. ‘Many feel they are not qualified 
and don't apply.” 

With application deadlines ahead, she feels it is important to 
dispell “some of the common myths. First of all, scholarships are 
not only available to students with a straight A average. 
Scholarships vary in their requirements and criteria.” 

SAC handles three major scholarship programs plus a variety 
of miscellaneous ones. ‘‘The biggest is the Cal Grant program, 
which includes the California State Scholarships (for students 
who are transferring to a four-year college,) College Opportunity 
Grant (for low-income students who have finished 16 units or 
less by June 30, 1979) and the Occupational Education and 
Training Grant (for those taking an A.A. degre or certificate only 
in specified technical-vocational training programs.)’’ 

The second major program is the Bank of America Scholarship. 
This is not based on financial need, but previous achievement in 
extra-curricular activities, academics and performance ina panel 
discussion with other applicants. This year’s deadline was Jan. 
12. Those who have applied are eligible for $150 to $2,500. 

Finally there is the local SAC Scholarship Fund. “There are 40 
to 80 scholarships which are donated by individuals, local clubs 
and foundations,” remarked Peralta. “Awards vary from $50 to 
$1,000 per year. Applicants must have at least a 2.5 GPA and 
meet the March 26 deadline.” 

Peralta concludes, “There's a lot more money available than 
SAC students are receiving, but you have to come looking for it, it 
won't come to you.” 


Board adds to parking, 


could also add to fees

Those students having trouble 
with their class schedule may be 
especially glad they have a 
student representative on the 
Board of Trustees. 

Ken Clay, ASSAC president, 
brought to the Board's attenton 
last Monday night the fact that 
““with the cuts due to 
Proposition 13, courses 
required for graduation are not 
being offered, and students are 
having to go _ off-campus.” 
Therefore, this issue will be on 
the next meeting’s agenda. 


In other action, plans for more 
parking on the south campus 
were disclosed to be estimated 
at $850,300, with the state 
providing $50,300. However, it 
was also suggested by Board 
Vice President, John Dowden, 
that parking fees be increased. 
The current tariff is $4 per 
semester. 


Dowden feels, “Students are 
getting a bargain considering 
the fee covers expansion, 
improvement, servicing, 
maintenance and security. It’s 
not like we'd be ripping them off. 
After all, they haven't raised the 
fees since they were imple- 
mented.” 


He also suggested there be a 
25¢ lot for one-day parking and 
is in favor of tuition. “I feel 
students should carry part of the 
costs whether it be parking, 
tuition, class schedules or 


catalogs,” said Dowden. 

If it is any consolation, should 
student parking fees increase, 
the staff's will also.

Difficulty in acquiring 
property for a new Orange 
Canyon site was also discussed. 
Except for the south campus 
development and the new 
campus center, the SAC campus 
will not be expanded any frther. 
Rodolfo Montejano, president of 
the Board, stated, “We are going 
to build-out there (Orange Hills), 
the question is when and 
where.” 


Problems involve the Irvine 
Company and their Environ- 
mental Impact Report. This 
report questions future traffic, 
housing density and drainage 
problems. 


Montejano feels they should 
force the issue to “see where we 
stand. If we're nice guys, not 
wishing to antagonize the 
bureaucracy, then 10 years from 
now they'll just say ‘that’s too 
bad.’ ” 


It was proposed that the 
immediately available funds of 
$2.4 million should be used to 
acquire as much land as 
possible with an option to buy 
the rest. 


There was also approval to 
hire three consultants to aid in 
screening applicants for the 
new superintendent. They will 
be paid $200 a day, not to 
exceed $1,500. However, 
Montejano explains, “It is in no 
way a recommendation, but 
input as to how they view the 
80-odd : applicants. We (the 
Board) will screen all applicants 
ourselves, using the constructive 
input to reduce to a workable 
number to interview.” 


Other approvals at the 
meeting consisted of hiring Dr. 
Dougals Gorrie as dean of 
Physical Education--Athletics 
and award of construction of 
$7,750 to furnish and install a 
forced air furnace in the 
Women’s Physical Education 
Building.

In defense of 
iranian protest 


Dear Editor: 

Regarding Patti Coladonato’s commentary in the Jan. 12 issue of 
el DON: 

Iranians are fighting with a “plight” which was inflicted on them 
by a foreign nation 26 years ago. Coladonato is right to say “their 
plight,” but who created it? | also would like to show you the cause of 
the frustration that Iranian students feel. 

In 1953, the Shah was forced out of Iran; then people elected a 
democratic government under the leadership of Mr. Mosadegh. But, 
apparently Americans preferred to have the Shah--the worst, most 
corrupt human rights violator--more than Mosadegh, who was 
trying to eradicate the roots of imperialism in Iran and establish an 
independent government, free of any foreign domination. 

The Central Intelligence Agency, a product of American 
imperialism, succeeded in overthrowing Mosadegh’s government 
and asked the Shah to come back. 

Your former President Ford was very careful when he said there is 
no domination of Russians over the East European countries. 
Otherwise, he had to blame Americans for Supporting corrupt 
persons like Somoza and the Shah, and fascist and dictator 
governments such as the aparthied and racist regime of South 
Africa and Israel. 

Coladonato likes to call the Iranian students “guests.” | think 
Iranian students are more than “guests.” It has been one of the 
Shah's policies under the absolute domination of the American 
government to westernize the Iranian people. The way they spread 

this disease is to send young people to Europe and America to 
- receive higher education while the Shah could easily let his people 
build more universities. The reason they send us aboard is for us to 
undermine and forget our own culture and religion which has 
always told us to stand up and be counted no matter what. 

May | remind you that American independence was not 
established through “peaceful means.” In order to get rid of the 
colonizing power, your forefathers had to fight: 

It is quite obvious that whenever the Iranian students want to 
express their hate of American imperialism and its puppet, the 
Shah, peaceful demonstration, it turns out to bea bloody one.

Writer cites necessity of 


low-cost contraceptives

Many people apparently think 
there are no laws left on the 
books in this county against 
contraception. This is a myth. 
Nearly 40 per cent of the states 
still have laws limiting 
distribution and/or display of 
birth control methods that are 
non-prescription. 

While the anti-abortions 
fanatics rave on, SAC makes 
only small consessions to the 
contraceptive-consuming 
student populus. 

In California, non-prescription 
drugs are available in any drug 
store. At SAC the only 
alternative for a female is see 
the doctor and get a “sample” of 
birth control pills (these are 95% 
effective and often have side 
effects). Condoms are not issued 
to males (or females, for her 


protection); rather the attitude is 
like medieval views: “don't do 
it,” "be a virgin,” or, if all else 
fails, go to Planned Parenthood 
for information and help. SAC 
does have brochures available if 
one is completely uninformed. 


Why doesn't SAC have non- 
prescription contraceptives in 
vending machines in both the 
men's and women’s restrooms? 
One would think that the entire 
campus was expected to be 
celibate; or that there is little 
concern for the virulence of 
veneral disease. 


VD is pandemic today, and 
many students, ignorant of the 
basic physiology of their own 
bodies, could be the southwest 
distributors of VD, as well as 
potential parents of unwanted 
babies. it doesn’t take brains to 
make babies. : 

“If they really want to know,” 


said a member of the Health 
Center staff, “we send them to 
the Planned Parenthood group.” 

Just what is the $5 health fee 
for, anyway? Why can't contra- 
ceptives be available, at reduced 
cost if necessary to all who wish 
to avail themselves to. this 
protection? Proverbially, an 
ounce of prevention is still better 
than an abortion; an abortion is 
easier on a woman physically 
than childbirth. The matter of 
choice is pertinent. Isn't sexual 
activity a matter of choice? Isn't 
breeding a matter of choice? 

Unfortunately, probably 
nothing will be done to better 
educate people about birth 
control, VD and the types of 
preventative measures, as well 
as to provide low-cost contra- 
ceptives until half the 
population has syphilis and we 
have children crowding each 
other into the oceans.

group of 5th graders from 
Montebello which Traugh also 
instructs. They will be doing a 
very difficult piece called 
Adventures. This particular 
group of 10 youths have played 
with the L.A. Philharmonic and 
at the Hollywood Bowl. They are 
one of the most celebrated 
percussion ansembles around. 

Steve Traugh wrote the piece 
which will be played for the 
finale. “This piece was played at 
the Hollywood Bowl for the July 
4th celebration, and of all the 
music they played it was the 
only one that got a standing 
ovation. It’s called FanFare and 
Dance, but what we do with it 
will be real wild,” said Traugh. 

The students will open the 
concert with La Fiesta, followed 
by Adventures, performed by 
the kids from Montebello, then 
Cranology, composed by 
Traugh, next Peaches and 
Regallia, done by Hachgian, the 
Stevie Wonder medley which is 
about 20 minutes long and, for 
the finale, FanFare and Dance. 

“We're going to take time in 
the concert and do something a 
lot of people wish you would do. 
We are going to take the piece 
and do it in sections, and talk 
about the instruments of the 
period, because we have 
replicas of the instruments 
which are 300 and 400 years 
old. A friend of mine has an 
antique instrument collection 
and he has lent me all his 
percussion equipment.” Traugh 
went on to say that his friend 
Tom Axeray has probably the 
largest collection of antique 
percussion instruments in So. 
California. 

Traugh, besides teaching at 
SAC and in the Montebello 
School District, is a composer 
and a professional musician. 

He, along with what he calls 
the number 1, 2 and 3 best 
percussion musicians in the US, 
recently recorded for 20th

Century Fox for the new, soon- 
to-be-released film called Butch 
and Sundance. “I was scared to 
death,” he said, “because the 
other three percussionists are 
the best in the country. | played 
eight or nine different 
instruments. We recorded about 
1% hours worth of music in 
three days, which is incredible 
considering an album usually 
takes six weeks.” 

Traugh attended West 
Virginia University and then 
came to California to attend 
UCLA, where he received his 
masters degree in music in 
1974. The LA Phitharmonic has 
done four concerts in which 
pieces Traugh has written have 
been played.

Also credited to his success is 
a group of professional 
musicians called Supercussion. 
They, including Traugh, have 
played on the SAC campus in 
the past. They recently did a live 
radio broadcast for KFAC radio 
from the Museum of Natural 
History, which was very 
successful. “it was so 
successful that they have asked 
us to come play two more within 
a year,” said Traugh. 

There has been nothing like 
this concert done here before. 
The unusuality of it, the talent 
behind it, and the work put into # 
should make it an on campus 
activity no one in the community 
should miss.

Joplin’s legacy remains with us 
as her birthday passes unnoticed

Many critics have labeled rock 
in the 70's as a sterilerehashing 
of proven formulas, whereby 
individual expression has been 
sacrificed in lieu of technical 
perfection. 

So perhaps it is appropriate to 
recount one of pop music's 
exciting figures, especially so 
considering today would have 
been her 36th birthday. Her 
name is Janis Joplin. 

Janis spent her first 18 years 
growing up in Port Arthur, 
Texas, an arid community both 
socially and spiritually, due 
undoubtedly to its citizen's 
economic hardships and the 
uptight mood and characterizing 
that particular time in our own 
country's history. 

During her adolescent years, 
Joplin became fascinated by the 
blues, finding special interest in 
the recordings of Bessie Smith, 
B.B- King, Willie Mae Thornton 
and Victoria Spivey. Listening to 
those singers describe their 
various ~ predicaments made 
Janis sympathetic to black 
causes at a time when it wasstill 
unhip to even claim one had one 
for a “best friend.” This, coupled 
with her growing aspirations 
toward the visual arts and 
somewhat “peculiar” hippy-ish 
manner, caused Janis to be 
ostracized from both her own 
family and the narrow-minded 
community at large, a factor 
among many to later lead her 
into indulging: in nymphomania 
and hard drugs in an attempt to 
escape the rejection inflicted 
upon her. 

After a brief stint at Texas 
University in Austin, Janis split 
to San Francisco, a magnet at 
the time for followers of the 
nascent hippie movement, 
where she sang in clubs for a 
short while until meeting some 
members of Big Brother and the 
Holding Company. Hoping that, 
similar to the Jefferson 
Airplane, a “chick” singer would 
distinguish them from other 
bands in the highly competitive 
Bay Area scene that included 
the Charlatans, Blue Cheer, 
Frost, Grateful Dead and 
Quicksilver, Big Brother took 


But her talent was so 
considerable that after the 
Monterey Festival, which pretty 
much sprung her and Big 
Brother into the limelight, ego 
problems arose between Janis 
and what most critics con- 
sidered nothing more than a 
competent support of her vocal 
acrobatics resulting in her 
leaving shortly after Cheap 
Thrills. 

Recording with the Kozmic 
Blues Band on her second 
album though saw Janis finally 
collate her immense abilities as 
to become maybe the only white 
female singer whose artistic 
vision Could compete with that 
of her black counterparts. 

Unfortunately, there was a 
fatal dichotomy in her 
inspiration; like most blues 
singers, Janis was driven by her 
emotional problems, and though 
the cathartic effect she 
employed made her perform- 
ances extremely moving, they 
were eventually what led to her 
demise. 

Indeed, Janis’ predicament 
can perhaps be synopsized in 
two songs, “Down on Me” and 
Willie Mae Thornton's “Ball and 
Chain,” the former of which 
Stated ‘everywhere | go/they’re 
down on me” while in the latter, 
she would talk at her audiences 
on the bridge, telling them 
basicallythat life's inequities are 
unnecessary but that there are 
still people around ready toburn 
others for either sake of sport or 
as a tool utilized in gaining their 
own ends. 

So Janis’ music was as Ellen 
Willis, Rolling Stone’s most 
eloquent writer put it, ‘hurtin’ 
music” with an irony in that, 
Willis explained, it was mostly 
men who dug on Janis despite 
the fact that they were causing 
her the most pain. “I began to 
appreciate the resentment 
many black people feel toward 
whites who are blues freaks,” 
she added. 

Thus, on Oct. 4, 1970, only a 
week or so after Jimi Hendrix 
passed away, Janis fixed herself 
a “hot shot” and the woman 
whose high glissando vibrato 
and harsh dirty lows left many 
concert goers crying in their

Appearances by a famous 
opera prima donna and a rising 
young conductor will highlight 
the fifth season of the “Festival 
of Learning and Performing 
Arts,” an annual event at Santa 
Ana College which allows local 
singers and pianists to study 
under internationally-known 
music masters. 

Directed by music teacher 
Susan Brenner of Santa Ana, 
the festival will include a series 
of study sessions taught by the 
international artists beginning 
Jan. 24 through Feb. 4 in 
Phillips Hall on the campus, 
17th and Bristol Sts. 

The public is invited to attend 
any of the sessions as 
observers. Admission is $2.50 
per session and $10 for a season 
pass good for all sessions. 

The festival will include a 
special session with Dorothy 
Kirsten, reigning Diva of the 
New York Metropolitan Opera 
who has appeared in such roles 
as Madam Butterfly, Manon, 
Tosca, Traviata and Girl of the 
Golden West. 

Another study session will 
feature conductor Calvin 
Simmons, youthful director of 
the Oakland Symphony who is 
on a meteoric rise which will 
take him on assignments this 


year to the Metropolitan Opera 
as well as the New York and Los 
Angeles Philharmonic orches- 
tras. 

A special guest appearance 
will be made by Nadine Conner, 
former Metropolitan.
